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On  account  of  small  pox  Laving  appeared  in  this  vicinity,  the  officers,  in¬ 
mates,  and  citizen  employes  and  their  families  were  vaccinated. 

All  applicants  for  admission  and  re-admission,  and  inmates  returned  from 
furlough  were  vaccinated  immediately  upon  their  arrival.  Total  number  of 
vaccinations  during  the  year,  1,040,  of  which  50  per  cent.  wrere  successful. 

No  case  of  small  pox  has  occured  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  beneficiaries  treated  sick  in  quarters  during  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1882,  was  620,  to  whom  were  administered  8,886  medical  and 
surgical  prescriptions  and  dressings.

The  total  number  of  beneficiaries  who  have  been  medically  treated  in  hos¬ 
pital  and  quarters  during  the  year  constituted  70.08  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
number  cared  for  by  the  Home. 

The  number  of  beneficiaries  who  have  died  in  hospital  was  49,  of  which 
one  was  brought  to  hospital  in  a  dying  condition  and  died  the  same  day,  and 
one  died  of  injuries  received  outside  the  Home  ;  2  died  outside  the  hospital  on 
the  Home  grounds,  viz  :  one  by  railroad  accident  and  one  of  heart  disease ;  13 
died  while  on  furlough,  and  8  died  in  the  Milwaukee  County  Insane  Asylum, 
making  the  total  number  who  have  died  during  the  year  72,  or  5.36  per  cent, 
of  the  whole  number  of  beneficiaries  cared  for  at  the  Home.

On  June  1,  the  Post  Office  was  removed  to  a  room  especially  designed  for  it 
in  the  Ward  Memorial  Building,  which  room  has  been  fitted  up  in  an  elegant 
and  commodious  manner,  greatly  facilitating  the  transaction  of  post  office  bus¬ 
iness. 

RELIGIOUS  INSTRUCTION  : 

The  Protestant  Episcopal  chaplain,  Rev.  C.  L.  Mallory,  reports  as 
follows : 

“I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  since  entering  upon  my  duties  as  chaplain 
on  the  15tli  of  June,  1881,  regular  services  have  been  rendered  each  Sunday  morn¬ 
ing  in  the  chapel  of  the  Home.  On  the  second  Sunday  in  each  month  and  on  the 
principal  Holy  Days,  the  Holy  Communion  has  been  celebrated.  For  a  part  of  the 
year  I  held  services  also  on  Thursday  evenings.  I  have  officiated  at  thirty-seven 
funerals  of  inmates,  and  have  buried  two  children  of  families  residing  on  the 
grounds  of  the  Home.  For  most  of  the  year  I  have  been  able  to  pay  weekly  visits 
to  the  hospital,  usually  on  Thursday  or  Friday.  I  have  baptized  one  inmate. 
There  has  been  an  encouraging  increase  in  the  attendance  upon  the  services,  and 
a  marked  improvement  in  the  music,  both  at  Sunday  services  and  at  funerals.” 

Report  of  the  Roman  Catholic  chaplain,  Rev.  Ferd.  L.  Weinman,  S.  J.: 

“  Following  in  the  footsteps  of  my  esteemed  predecessor,  now  deceased,  I  have 
endeavered  to  the  best  of  my  ability  to  advance  the  good  work  so  auspiciously 
begun. 

“  I  have  visited  the  Home  regularly  at  the  appointed  times  with  the  most  en¬ 
couraging  results. 

“I  have  conferred  individually  with  all  who  came  under  my  charge,  and  I  am 
pleased  to  know  that  my  efforts  have  not  been  in  vain.

IMPROVEMENTS. 

During  the  year  a  new  building  has  been  erected,  having  on  its  main  floor 
a  post  office,  railroad  waiting  room,  Home  store  and  restaurant ;  the  second 
floor  is  finished  and  furnished  for  an  amusement  hall,  and  is  well  adapted  to 
this  end.  Bv  direction  of  the  Board  of  Managers  it  is  called  the  “  Ward  Me- 
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morial  Hall  ”  in  honor  of  Horatio  Ward,  of  Virginia,  who  at  his  death  left 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars  to  the  Homes  to  he  used  for  the  benefit  of  the 
inmates.  The  cost  of  the  building  was  $22,000.

A  second  storv  has  been  added  to  the  corridors  connecting  the  wings  with 
the  central  building  and  kitchen  of  the  hospital  ;  this  is  a  much  needed  im¬ 
provement  as  it  lightens  the  labor  consequent  upon  waiting  on  so  many  inva¬ 
lids.  The  cost  was  $2,350.

CLOTHING. 

The  rule  for  issuing  clothing  at  this  branch  is  as  follows  : — To  each  beneficiary 
when  admitted  to  the  Home  for  the  first  time,  clothing  is  issued  without  charge 
to  the  value  of  $24.57  ;  subsequently  he  is  allowed  clothing  to  the  value  of  $30.00 
per  year,  and  if  he  has  an  income  exceeding  five  dollars  per  month,  from  pension 
or  extra  duty,  or  both,  he  is  required  to  pay  for  all  clothing  issued  to  him  in  ex¬ 
cess  of  his  admission  suit,  otherwise  it  is  donated  to  him.  Shirts,  drawers  and 
socks  are  issued  to  all  alike  free,  two  of  each  kind  once  every  six  months.

NATIONAL  HOME  FOR  DISABLED  VOLUNTEER  SOLDIERS. 
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SANITARY  REGULATIONS  : 

General  Orders  of  this  branch,  No.  19,  dated  May  18,  1875,  requires 
all  beneficiaries  of  the  Home  to  bathe  not  less  frequently  than  once  a  week  ; 
and  the  company  sergeants,  charged  with  the  execution  of  this  order,  submit 
the  following  reports  : 

Report  of  Sergeant  Joseph  Horle,  Company  A:  “The  provisions  of  General 
Orders,  No.  19,  dated  May  18,  1875,  requiring  men  to  take  a  bath  once  a  week,  has 
been  strictly  enforced  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  with  beneficial  results  to  the 
health  of  the  inmates  of  the  Home,  and  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  building.” 

Report  of  Sergeant  Henry  Topping,  Company  B  :  “I  have  the  honor  to  report 
that  General  Orders,  No.  19,  has  been  strictly  complied  with  during  the  last  year 
with  results  beneficial  to  the  health,  cleanliness  and  comfort  of  the  men.” 

Report  of  Sergeant  Charles  Lidle,  Company  C  :  “I  have  the  honor  to  report 
that  General  Orders,  No.  19,  dated  May  18,  1875,  has  been  strictly  enforced  with 
general  satisfaction.” 

Report  of  Sergeant  James  B.  Kennedy,  Company  I):  “I  have  the  honor  to 
state  that  General  Orders,  No.  19,  has  been  strictly  complied  with  during  the  past 
year  with  results  beneficial  to  the  health,  cleanliness  and  comfort  of  the  men.” 

Report  of  Sergeant  George  Fiedler,  band:  “I  have  the  honor  to  report  that 
General  Orders,  No.  19,  dated  May  18,  1875,  relating  to  bathing  one  a  week,  has 
been  strictly  observed  in  the  band  during  the  past  year,  with  results  beneficial  to 
health,  cleanliness  and  comfort  of  its  members.” 

The  Surgeon  reports  :  “The  rules  of  the  hospital  require  each  patient  to  bathe 
once  a  week,  except  the  very  aged  and  those  confined  to  their  beds,  who  have  a 
sponge  bath  administered  by  the  nurses  of  their  respective  wards,  as  often  as  ad¬ 
vised  by  the  Surgeon.”
